The order mailed yesterday, 
according to Alexander Rihm 
Jr., associate commissioner of 
the State H ealth Departm ent, 
follows a hearing on the m at­ 
ter held at Albany some time 
ago. 
Many at Meeting 
Rihm revealed this and sev­ 
eral other significant facts at 
a well attended meeting of the 
Citizens Committee for Clean 
Air last night at the county of­ 
fice building. 
1. 
Hudson 
Cement, 
which 
agreed earlier this month to 
modernize, test, study and re­ 
vise the $1.5 million dust col­ 
lecting installation it now op­ 
erates, has been given until 
1971 to comply with the newly 
established state air pollution 
laws. 


Citizens,

Rihm. 
“You do not 
pass a 
law 
and

air pollution im mediately.” He 
explained that it takes plan­ 
ning. 
engineering,

fore construction can even be 
started. 
2. Public hearings on air pol­ 
lution at Albany, usually held 
at 2 p. m., making it difficult 
for citizens to attend, may be 
held open until all persons re­ 
questing to appear are heard.

ing may be held through to 
evening hours. 
It was noted by many of the 
more than 80 persons at last 
night’s meeting that officials of 
the U lster County Health De­ 
partm ent were not in atten­ 
dance to hear Rihm and fellow 
members of an air 
pollution 
panel.

Civil Rights Apathy

The question is how 
to get the men hack w ithout 
resuming the w ar in Korea 
and involving this country in

while engaged in the Vietnam 
war.

This is taken to mean that 
the men may be indefinitely 
imprisoned, and not harmed. 
The United States will con­ 
tinue to exert pressure ter 
their release 
It begins 
to 
look as it there may be some 
barganing. Perhaps “ransom” 
d e a ls may be made such as 
have been worked out with 
the Communists from time to 
tim e during the last 17 years. 
Thus, in April 1951. Robert 
Vogelcr, an American busi- 
nossman who had been im­ 
prisoned in Communist Hun­ 
gary, was freed after 
the 
United States agreed to “un­ 
freeze” some of the assets of 
Hungary in West Germany 
and to permit H ungarian con­ 
sulates in the United States 
to reopen.

fliers, who had been forced 
down in Hungary, were re­ 
leased after the United States 
paid a cash ransom of 123,000 
dollars in “fines.” 
Another incident occurred 
in May 1953, when William 
Oatis. an American newsman 
who had been jailed for two 
years in Czechoslovakia, was 
Treed after the United States 
government,

trade bans which had cost the 
Czechs 20 million dollars in 
exports to this country. 
From 1950 to 
1954, the

paid more than 100 million 
dollars in money and prop­ 
erty for the release oi Ameri­ 
can beusinessmen who had 
been jailed or had been re­ 
fused exit visas. Subsequent­ 
ly, 11 American airm en were 
imprisoned in Red China. Out 
of our efforts to obtain their 
release, a formula was de­ 
veloped whereby more than 
50 Americans held in China 
were to bo freed w’hile the 
United States returned a few’ 
Chinese “students” and some 
Communist assm ts “frozen” 
in other lands were to be 
released. 
Mascow has used the same 
kind of technique. In 1962. for 
instance, it traded Gary Pow­ 
ers—the American U-2 pilot 
who had been shot down over 
the Soviet Union and given

the favored nation clause in trade, violating another 
of his precepts. 
Our huge national debt no less than, the repeated 
deficits in our massive I widgets violate his warning 
against a big public debt. He would not have undre­ 
st (xx! our proclivity to live far beyond our national 
income. 
Perhaps had hr lived now, he would not have warned 
against the m aintenance of a large m ilitary establish­ 
ment. He knew the value of protecting our own. 
His w arning against the devices of a small, artful 
enterprising m inority to control or change govern­ 
ment are apt today against l>oth the enemy within 
and without who would destroy our independence. 
He praised the reciprocal checks of the Consti­ 
tution, something the Supreme Court with its recent 
tendency to legislate as well as to interpret might read 
with prolit.

As a popular jH>litical canso in the Senate, civil 
rights has Ixvn replaced with crime in the streets. 
The rights m arch on W ashington and the non-violent 
dem onstrations which moved the Senate in RMH and 
1965 have been ivplaced in the public mind with the 
riots of 1966 and 1967. Those seem to portray the 
Negro as the aggressor, not the victim. 
The result is a stalem ate in the Senate over cur­ 
rent civil lights legislation. The bill passed the House 
last year by a 3 to I vote. It provides protection to 
civil rights workers, under the 14th Amendment. In 
the Senate, a three-week debate has convinced pro­ 
tagonists they cannot secure more than tin* I lard core 
liberal vote of 35 out of 1(X) in its favor. 
Southern opponents have w en gone so far as to 
ofter a substitute bill providing Federal protection to 
iM'i’son.s exercising their constitutional rights, based on 
the power ot the Congress to regulate interstate com­ 
merce. The difference is that this would exclude in­ 
dividual actions within a state. It is state against fed- 
ei-al power to protect civ il rights workers. 
Proponents of the legislation arc slowly coming to 
the conclusion that they will have to accept the South­ 
erners’ com prom ise offer if they are to get any civil 
lights legislation at all in the cu nvnt session. Not 
only are Senators indifferent about it. but they re­ 
flect the feeling of tin* public that no really cares 
anym ore. 
W herever the blame lies, this apathy is not good 
for the country. It is dangerous, tex). It can inllame 
even the decent and God-fearing. A gitators will make 
the most of it, telling them that no one cares to give 
them and their children a chance to get out ol the 
ghetto.

By RICHARD LEWIS 
Chicago Sun-Tlm ea Special 
One of the m ajor battles or 
the space age has taken shape 
between the American Tele­ 
phone & Telegraph Co. and 
the Communications Satellite 
Corp. over the future of under­ 
sea cable versus satellites. 
Acting as referee, the Fed­ 
eral Communications Commis­ 
sion is preparing to issue an 
advisory opinion in the con­ 
test, possibly this week. 
It may affect the future 
technology and cost of world 
communications 
for 
many 
years. 
Essentially, the contest be­ 
tween 
AT&T 
and 
Comsat 
centers about the extension of 
competing 
technologies. 
In 
space age jargon, these are 
represented by AT&T’s TAT 5 
and Comsat’s Intelsat-4. 
TAT-5 is Trans-Atlantic Tele­ 
phone 
cable 
No. 
5 
which 
AT&T proposed last fall to lay 
across the bottom of the At­ 
lantic Ocean from Green Hill, 
R. I., to San Fernando. Spain, 
with a radio link to Lisbon. 
The cable represents a m a­ 
jor 
technological 
advance 
from the four existing Atlan­ 
tic cables. 
It would be the 
first to 
have 
transistorized 
current boosters, instead of 
vacuum tubes. 
TAT-5 would carry 720 two- 
way telephone circuits. That 
ia one third more than the to­ 
tal provided by both of Com­ 
sat’s Atlantic satellites now 
in service and twice as many 
as are available now in the 
existing cables. 
Intelsat-4 is a super commu­ 
nications satellite, which Com­ 
sat proposes to develop for 
the International Telecommu­ 
nications Satellite Consortium. 
This organization, 
in which 
Comsat is the U. S. partner, 
owns and operates global sat­ 
ellite communications. 
5,000 Circuits 
The proposed satellite would 
have the capacity for 5,000 
circuits, more than 10 times 
the number of satellite cir­ 
cuits now available. 
AT&T’s proposal to add new 
telephone circuits to Europe 
—reverting to the older tech­ 
nology of cables—has evoked 
vigorous protests from Com­ 
sat. in which AT&T is a major 
stockholder. 


In a 92 page brief filed with 
the FCC Dec. 26, Comsat de­ 
clared that the AT&T move 
will add millions of dollars to 
cost 
of 
expanding 
satellite 
communications. 
Comsat 
tends 
to 
regard 
TAT 5 as an example of tech­ 
nological backsliding. Never 
theless. the addition of TAT-5 
would have serious effects on 
Comsat. 
Assuming a 50 50 split in 
telephone traffic between ca­ 
bles and satellites in 1969-70, 
Comsat says the 
effect of 
TAT-5 would be to double the 
revenues per satellite circuit 
required to maintain and ex­ 
pand the satellite system. 
In its filing to the FCC, 
AT&T said it assumed that 
Comsat’s charges to the car­ 
riers 
for 
satellite 
circuits 
would be reduced also, "to re 
fleet a comparable pattern of 
declining costs." 
That is the kernel of the 
problem from Comsat’s view­ 
point its cost will rise because 
of TAT-5—not decline, Com­ 
sat says. 
AT&T argues also that it 
must have more trans-Atlantic 
facilities by the end of 1970. 
"There is no doubt that the 


TAT-5 cable can meet that 
schedule," 
said utility Vice 
President Richard R. Hough. 
"There is a serious question 
that Intelsat 4 can." 
Hough asserted that Comsat 
"has failed on numerous oc­ 
casions to meet predicted ser­ 
vice dates and recent devel­ 
opments have not been en­ 
couraging in this respect.” 
Hough referred with devel 
opment problems encountered 
with Intelsat-3, a new satel­ 
lite that Comsat hoped to put 
into service for the consor­ 
tium before 1970.

THE POLITICAL effectiveness, 
astuteness, even

grasp of Ulster County Republican Chairman John B. Sterley 
is under question by GOP legislators, committeemen and a 
substantial number of those close to the party. 
According to one prominent Republican, the county com­ 
m ittee has no organization because it has no leadership; it 
is not producing and there is nothing in the way of patronage 
forthcoming. 
It was pointed out that when form er GOP candidate for 
mayor of Kingston C. John Bechtold got nothing in the way 
of a patronage appointment, this demonstrated not only the 
friction between the county and city committees, but the 
ineffectiveness of the county leadership itself. 
That 28-5 legislative victory* in November, in the words 
of a Republican office-holder, "was not a Sterley victory. 
"All over the state there were Republican victories and 
the district lines were drawn out some time ago to insure 
Republican wins.*’ 
Underlined was the belief that Ulster's Republicans may 
score another impressive victory in November of this year, 
but, and the point was emphasized, this would only represent 
a problem for the county COP because it would have the 
tendancy of insuring apathy in the ranks. 
"Not only isn’t there any youthful vitality," claimed 
one political’buff, 'but no one is in a position to step up in 
the party. 
"Both parties are weak," he went on to say, "they have 
their dividing personalities, their fence straddlers and. as a 
result, the county and the city are poorly run.” 
As for Sterley, my informant said, "He does not possess 
the ability to recognize the complexities of the political 
problems facing the party today, and he will not be able to 
move ahead tomorrow. 
"He is a status quo individual.” 
STERLEY CONFIDANTS, such as Howard C. (Jack) 
St. John, N. LeVan (Van) Haver, and John Egan, are pic­ 
tured by some Republicans as kingmakers and the creator* 
of great schemes, but it is a myth the politically naive have 
assigned to them, say my informants. 
"The lack of a m aster’s hand, or even of astute collective 
guidance, will spell doom eventually.” said one close-to-party- 
circles GOPer recently. 
One aspect of this so-called "leadership gap" in the party 
Is that certain individuals are dreaming dreams regarding the 
first vice-chairmanship of the party, but Sterley reportedly 
continues to remain vague on the m atter. 
Jack Sm ith, the commissioner of jurors, would like the 
job. but he can get no word from the Republican chairman. 
It has been said that Pete Savago has also displayed 
more than a mild interest in the post. 
Louis P. Francello. third vice-chairman, and a man whose 
Saugerties bastion virtually crumbled after the last election, 
will probably fight for the party’* second highest position. 
The crux of all this, in the logic of my inform ants, is 
that the "leadership gap” will cause a wheeling and dealing 
frenzy, come county convention time, "that should be beaut.” 
W hat this means is that the forces behind one man seek­ 
ing a political position will attem pt to trade influence with 
forces looking after the interests of another individual and 
the result could be a kind of barely controlled chaos. 
Although there is. as yet. no move to oust Sterlev. a t­ 
torney John Larkin would probably not be overwhelming 
opposed to assuming the reins of pow*er. Behind him are his 
brothers-in-law Robert O’Reflly and A rthur Davis, along 
with insuranceman Larry Quilty.

One of the m ajor battles of 
the space age has taken shape 
between the American Tele 
phone & Telegraph Co. and 
the Communications Satellite 
Corp. over the future of under­ 
sea cable versus satellites. 
Acting as referee, the Fed­ 
eral Communications Commis­ 
sion is preparing to issue an 
advisory opinion in the con­ 
test, possibly this week. 
It may affect the future 
technology and cost of world 
communications 
for 
many 
years. 
Essentially, the contest be 
tween 
AT&T 
and 
Comsat 
centers about the extension of 
competing 
technologies. 
In 
space age jargon, these are 
represented by AT&T’s TAT 5 
and Comsat’s Intelsat-4. 
TAT 5 is Trans Atlantic Tele 
phone 
cable 
No. 
5 
which 
AT&T proposed last fall to lay 
across the bottom of the At­ 
lantic Ocean from Green Hill, 
R. I., to San Fernando, Spain. 
with a radio link to Lisbon. 
The cable represents a m a­ 
jor 
technological 
advance 
from the four existing Atlan­ 
tic cables. 
It would be the 
first 
to have 
transistorized 
current boosters, instead of 
vacuum tubes. 
TAT 5 would carry 720 two- 
way telephone circuits. That 
is one third more than the to­ 
tal provided by both of Com­ 
sat’s Atlantic satellites now 
in service and twice as many 
as are available now in the 
existing cables. 
Intelsat 4 is a super commu­ 
nications satellite, which Com­ 
sat proposes to develop for 
the International Telecommu­ 
nications Satellite Consortium. 
This organization, in which 
Comsat is the U. S. partner, 
owns and operates global sat­ 
ellite communications. 
J,OOO Circuits 
The proposed satellite would 
have the capacity for 5,000 
circuits, more than IO times 
the number of satellite cir­ 
cuits now available. 
AT&T’s proposal to add new 
telephone circuits to Europe 
—reverting to the older tech­ 
nology of cables—has evoked 
vigorous protests from Com­ 
sat. in which AT&T is a major 
stockholder. 
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In a 92 page brief filed with 
the FCC Dec. 26, Comsat de 
dared that the AT&T move 
will add millions of dollars to 
cost 
of 
expanding 
satellite 
communications. 
Comsat 
tends 
to 
regard 
TAT-5 as an example of tech 
nological backsliding. Never 
theless. the addition of TAT-5 
would have serious effects on 
Comsat. 
Assuming a 50 50 split in 
telephone traffic between ca­ 
bles and satellites in 1969 70. 
Comsat says the 
effect of 
TAT 5 would be to double the 
revenues per satellite circuit 
required to maintain and ex­ 
pand the satellite system. 
In its filing to the FCC, 
AT&T said it assumed that 
Comsat’s charges to the car­

for

would be reduced also, "to re 
fleet a comparable pattern of 
declining costs.’’ 
That is the kernel of the 
problem from Comsat's view­ 
point its cost will rise because 
of TAT-5—not decline. Com­ 
sat says. 
AT&T argues also that it 
must have more transatlantic 
facilities by the end of 1970. 
"There is no doubt that the 


TAT 5 cable can meet that 
schedule," said utility Vice 
President Richard R. Hough. 
"There is a serious question 
that Intelsat 4 can." 
Hough asserted that Comsat 
"has failed on numerous oc­ 
casions to meet predicted ser­ 
vice dates and recent devel­ 
opments have not been en­ 
couraging in this respect." 
Hough referred with devel 
opulent problems encountered 
with Intelsat-3, a new satel 
lite that Comsat hoped to put 
into service for the consor­ 
tium before 1970. 
"The

PHAN RANG, Vietnam (AP) 
— Nearly 2,000 years ago. this 
land was ruled by a handsome 
and tough people the Tchampa 
(Chams). A mixture of Indian 
and Khmer (Cambodian) indi­ 
genous tribes, they settled unin­ 
habited lands between Saigon 
and Canton, China. 
The Chinese called the Chams 
“ Liny-y,” 
forest savages, 
be­ 
cause they almost always chose 
land that was bordered on one 
side by impenetrable forest. 
These 
people were farm ers 
essentially, and their lives were 
dominatd by religion. 
In the year 353 started a se­ 
ries of invasions that lasted 16 
centuries. In 1822 the Chams 
were once and for all considered 
conquered: 
They 
became 
the 
disinherited ones of Vietnam. 
One of the last Cham strong­ 
holds was in Phan Rang, 165 
miles east-northeast of Saigon, 
where many Chams still live, 
separate from their Vietnamese 
countrymen. 
A 
1.200-year-old 
three tower 
temple, built in homage to the 
godking of irrigation, overlooks 
their villages and vast green 
valleys. 
Chat Thuong. 8 miles south­ 


west of Phan Rang, is a typical 
Cham village. TYie road leading 
to this community of 400 people 
winds through rich rice fields 
set against jagged mountains. 
Inside the village gate is the 
home of a ham let elder, 64- 
year-old Quang Dai Minh, a for­ 
mer national assem blym an rep­ 
resenting the Cham people. 
He wears the long skirt and 
turban 
traditional 
for 
Cham 
men, and as is the custom, 
wisps of hair hang dowm his 
neck 
He said he was bom not far 
away but moved to his wife’s 
village when they m arried. Still 
practiced, he said, is the custom 
of a girl choosing a husband and 
sending her parents with two 
kinds of cake as a proposal of 
m arriage. 
If a 
young 
m an eats the 
cakes, he returns to the girl’s 
village with her parents and 
they are m arried. 
After that, the husband is 
head of the household. 
Elder Quang Dai Minh wore 
two gold rings with a black 
stone in each 
for protection 
from evil spirits after he dies. 
His granddaughter-in-law wore 
four rings, but only for decora­ 
tion. “ Perhaps,” she said. “I 
will believe in the evil spirits 
when I am old.’’ 
He believes the first p ia m 
queen cam e from heaven in 758 
and stayed on earth for 300 
years. Then she gave over her 
reign to a king and rose again to 
heaven. This same queen crest- 
ed the entire world, he said. 
He thought the Chams had or­ 
iginated in China, and did not 
know they had ever ruled Viet­ 
nam , as once they did. 


Their religion is based on re­ 
spect for the queen that came 
from the sky, their ancestors 
who have the power to protect, 
and their kings. 
Four times yearly, the Brah­ 
min Chams must visit their 
temples, once in celebration of 
the new year, once to pray to 
ancestors, 
once 
to 
pray 
for 
crops and once to pray for 
peace. 
On any day, however, Cham 
women religious dancers may 
be called to a home to appease 
an offended ancestor or to ask 
for a special favor. 
Chat Thuong village was neat 
and well designed. Each home 
—of wood, mud or cem ent-had 
a courtyard and fence with a 
gate. 
All streets were hedged with 
interwoven branches. Children 
skipped along, looking happy 
and healthy. 
. 
Old and new are intermingled 
in the village. An old woman, 
preparing a chew of red betel 
nut, stands in front of a modem 
small meal factory; a 20th cen­ 
tury doctor visits once a week to 
treat Chams who wear link 
necklaces to ward off disease. 
So it is in one village of the 
vanishing 
Chams—a 
people 
whose temples once awed Mar­ 
co Polo; who have no written 
history of their own, but who 
teach their children Sanskrit, 
the ancient language of schol- 
ars.

The Chams have a saying that 
“love has no limit,” but they do 
not intermarry. Their numbers 
dwindle and the land once theirs 
is tom end to end with a war 
they hardly know exists.

When 
Susan Bauernfeind, of Menasha, 
Wis., served with the American 
Red Cross at Phan Rang, she 
paid a visit to a nearby village 
and wrote this report.

PHAN RANG, Vietnam (AP) 
— Nearly 2.000 years ago. this 
land was ruled by a handsome 
and tough people - the Tchampa 
(Chams). A mixture of Indian 
and Khmer (Cambodian) indi­ 
genous tribes, they settled unin­ 
habited lands between Saigon 
and Canton, China. 
The Chinese called the Chams 
"Uny-y,” forest savages, be­ 
cause they almost always chose 
land that was bordered on one 
side by impenetrable forest. 
These people were farmers 
essentially, and their lives were 
dominatd by religion. 
In the year 353 started a se 
ries of invasions that lasted 16 
centuries. In 1822 the Chams 
were once and for all considered 
conquered. 
They became the 
disinherited ones of Vietnam. 
One of the last Cham strong­ 
holds was in Phan Rang. 165 
miles east-northeast of Saigon, 
where many Chams still live, 
separate from their Vietnamese 
countrymen. 
A 
1.200 year-old 
three tower 
temple, built in homage to the 
godking of irrigation, overlooks 
their villages and vast green 
valleys. 
Chat Thuong. 8 miles south­ 


west of Phan Rang, is a typical 
Cham village. The road leading 
to this community of 400 people 
winds through rich rice fields 
set against jagged mountains. 
Inside the village gate is the 
home of a hamlet elder, 64- 
year-old Quang Dai Minh, a for­ 
mer national assemblyman rep­ 
resenting the Cham people. 
He wears the long skirt and 
turban 
traditional 
for Cham 
men, and as is the custom, 
wisps of hair hang down his 
neck. 
He said he was bom not far 
away but moved to his wife’s 
village when they married. Still 
practiced, he said, is the custom 
of a girl choosing a husband and 
sending her parents with two 
kinds of cake as a proposal of 
marriage. 
If a young man eats the 
cakes, he returns to the girl’s 
village with her parents and 
they are married. 
After that, the husband is 
head of the household. 
Elder Quang Dai Minh wore 
two gold rings with a black 
stone in each for protection 
from evil spirits after he dies. 
His granddaughter-in-law wore 
four rings, but only for decora­ 
tion. "Perhaps,” she said. “I 
will believe in the evil spirits 
when I am old.” 
He believes the first Cham 
queen came from heaven in 758 
and stayed on earth for 300 
years. Then she gave over her 
reign to a king and rose again to 
heaven. This same queen creati 
ed the entire world, he said. 
He thought the Chams had or­ 
iginated in China, and did not 
know they had ever ruled Viet­ 
nam, as once they did. 


TTieir religion is bated on re­ 
spect for the queen that came 
from the sky, their ancestors 
who have the power to protect, 
and their kings. 
Four times yearly, the Brah­ 
min Chams must visit their 
temples, once in celebration of 
the new year, once to pray to 
ancestors, once to pray for 
crops and once to pray for 
peace. 
On any day, however. Cham 
women religious dancers may 
be called to a home to appease 
an offended ancestor or to ask 
for a special favor. 
Chat Thuong village was neat 
and well designed. Each home 
—of wood, mud or cement—had 
a courtyard and fence with a 
gate. 
All streets were hedged with 
interwoven branches. Oiildreh 
skipped along, looking happy 
and healthy. 
Old and new are intermingled 
in the village. An old woman, 
preparing a chew of red betel 
nut. stands in front of a modern 
small meal factory; a 20th cen­ 
tury doctor visits once a week to 
treat Chams who wear link 
necklaces to ward off disease. 
So it is in one village of the 
vanishing 
Chams— s 
people 
whose temples once awed Mar­ 
co Polo: who have no written 
history of their own, but who 
teach their children Sanskrit, 
the ancient language of schol­ 
ars. 
The Chams have a saying that 
“love has no limit.” but they do 
not intermarry. Their numbers 
dwindle and the land once theirs 
is tom end to end with a war 
they hardly know exists.
